Cnnea, Crete, Sspt. 13.—The foreign 


admirals have resolved, in consequence 
of the disturbance In Candia, that the 
Ottoman troops must withdraw from 
the island of Crete at once. 


The 
admirals have sent 
Identical 


telegrams to their respective govern- 
ments stating that the situation is very 
grave. The Christians are assembling 
to march on Candia, and a conflict is 
imminent. The Mohammedans at He- 
timo and 
Canea have 
assumed a 


threatening attitude. 
Each admiral 


lias asked 
for another battalion of 


troops. 


Rear Admiral Noel, the British com- 


mander, has taken charge. He land- 
ed with M. Biliotti, British consul, and 
inspected the town. The aspect of the 
town Is horrible. 
Everywhere there 


were ruins, some of which were still 
smoldering. 
A few Moslems watched 


the progress ofethe admiral in apparent 
awe. Not a voice was raised. 


The plucky telegraph staff is guard- 


ed by Ottoman troops. 
International 


troops are in their own camp, which is 
strongly barricaded and 
has guns 


mounted, but it is incapable of making 
a defense against a strong attack with- 
out support from warships. 


0he Porte has ordered the formation 


of a commission of Beys to estimate 
the damage. 
Many of these suffered 


heavy losses. 
They admit that the 


conduct of 
the bashi-bazouks 
and 


Turkish troops is indefensible. 
The 


mob, however, were desperate owing 
to their disappointment ut the delay 
of the settlement of the Cretan ques- 
tion, and their privations, losses, and 
confinement in towns. 


The Italian vice-eonsul describes the 


recent massacre of Christians by Mus- 
sulmans as being accompanied by 
ghastly scenes. 
The mob burst into 


the British consulate, where British 
Vice-Consul Calosherino and many 
Christians had taken refuge. Once in- 
side the building, the mob compelled 
the vice-consul to deliver the money 
in his possession, which amounted to 
about 2,000 napoleons, and then slit 
his throat and set fire to the premises. 
The Turkish guard that had been post- 
ed to protect the consulate fired on the 
Christians. Looting, however, was not 
confined to the houses of the Chris- 
tians. 
Much Turkish property was 


either plundered or destroyed. 


Ilorrlljlo Scenes In Crete. 


London, Sept. 13.—The correspondent 


of the Times at Candia, island of Crete, 
who lias just landed after five clays in 
the roadstead, says: 
"About GOO men. 


women and children were either burned 
.alive or massacred in the outbreak last 
week. Blood is visible 
everywhere. 


Such bodies of the slain as were not 
burned were removed in carts and 
buried outside ihe town limits."

RAILWAY DISASTER IN "TEXAS. 


Passenger 
Train 
Plunges 
TlirouffU a 


Bridge—Several Are Killed. 


Texarkana, Tex., Sept. 13.—A pas- 


senger train on the Texas & Pacific 
railroad, consisting of an engine and 
four coaches, plunged through a bridge 
twelve 
miles south 
of 
Texarkana 


shortly after noon Monday. Four per- 
sons are reported killed outright and a 
numbers of others more or less se- 
riously wounded. 
The accident was 


due to high water. A bridge had been 
weakened by the heavy rains. When 
the train struck the bridge the struc- 
ture collapsed, precipitating the engine 
and four cars into the waters beneath.
